Chas.  A.   Bernler  Goes  to  the 
University  of  Alabama 

IX  the  fall  of  1908  when  the  session  began  there  appeared 
on  the  campus  a  young  man  finely  set  up,  of  medium 
height,  and  weighing  about  145  pounds.  He  possessed 
a  winning  smile,  a  clear,  pleasing,  and  somewhat  drawl- 
ing voice.  He  hailed  from,  to  us 
here  in  those  days,  the  somewhat 
distant  State  of  New  Hampshire. 
He  had  received  good  athletic  train- 
ing in  prep  school  and  his  ability 
on  the  football  field  was  soon 
demonstrated.  That  year  he  alter- 
nated between  the  positions  of  half- 
back and  quarterback,  the  greater 
part  of  the  time  directing  the  team. 
This  was  before  the  huddle  system 
was  adopted  and  his  clear  barking 
of  the  signals  reached  the  ears  of 
most  of  the  spectators.  When 
spring  arrived,  he  almost  im- 
mediately registered  a  berth  on  the 
baseball  team,  sometimes  playing 
the  infield  but  most  often  he  oc- 
cupied the  pitcher's  box.  The  next 
year  he  was  again  on  both  football 
and  baseball  teams  and  on  the 
basket  ball  team  as  well,  captaining 
both  baseball  and  football. 

After  two  years,  he  entered  \  ir- 
ginia  Polytechnic  Institute  and 
promptly  landed  a  position  on  the 
football  team  there,  then  one  of 
the  strongest  in  the  South.  After 
several  years  at  V.  P.  I.,  he  returned 

to  Hampden-Sydney  as  coach  where  he  again  took  up 
certain  academic  classes.  After  a  few  years,  he  returned 
to  \ .  P.  I.  as  a  member  of  its  coaching  staff  and  from 
there  went  to  the  University  of  Alabama  as  coach  for 
that  institution,  whose  football  team  soon  became  one  of 
the  top-ranking  of  the  country. 

But  his  first  love  was  his  old  college  at  Hampden- 
Sydney,  to  which  he  returned  in  1924  as  football  and 
baseball  coach  and  later,  athletic  director.  This  position 
he  held  until  two  years  ago  when  he  became  secretary 
of  the  Alumni  Fund. 

Under  his  direction,  Hampden-Sydney  developed  some 
of  the  best  teams  in  its  history.  Carrying  on  with  the 
same  interest  and  enthusiasm  in  the  far  different  position 
of  conducting  the  Alumni  Fund,  he  successfully  laid  the 
foundation  and  put  into  operation  perhaps  the  most 
important  undertaking  which  the  Alumni  had  attempted 
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— one  which  means  and  will  mean  a  great  stride  for  the 
advancement  of  the  College.  This  man  was  none  other 
than  Charles  Arthur  Bernier,  affectionately  known  as 
"Yank,"  not  only  by  all  connected  with  the  College  but 
by  men  and  coaches  of  sister  institutions  far  and  wide. 

Once  more,  he  has  been  called  back  to  the  Uni\-ersity 
of  Alabama  to  supervise  its  Alumni  Fund,  that  institu- 
tion having  been  impressed  b}-the 
success  which  his  efforts  at 
Hampden-Sydney  had  achieved.  He 
and  Mrs.  Bernier  left  for  their 
future  home  about  the  middle  of 
Alarch  regretfully  but  after  having 
weighed  the  matter  with  careful 
thoroughness  and  deliberation.  His 
leaving  produced  sorrow  on  the 
part  of  the  students,  faculty,  alumni 
and  friends  of  the  College  every- 
where, but  it  was  felt  that  having 
served  the  College  so  long  and  so 
faithfully  he  was  entitled  to  make 
this  change  which  seemed  to  be  to 
his  interest  as  well  as  to  that  of  the 
great  institution  to  which  he  now 
goes. 

Of     his     continued     loyalty     to 
Hampden-Sydney,   as   so  often   ex- 
pressed by  him  not  only  in  words 
but  in  deeds,  we  can  have  no  doubt. 
He  and  his  family  had  so  long  been 
identified  with  this  place  that  their 
going   is    difficult   to    realize.      His 
influence   among  the  students  was 
always   of   the   finest.      It   was   his 
ambition  to  turn  out  good  teams — 
teams  which  would  play  the  game 
with  fairness  and  skill  and  true  sportsmanship — but  he 
also  taught  that  good  athletes  could  still  be  gentlemen 
both  off  and  on  the  playing  fields. 

The  Record  wishes  for  Charlie  Bernier  and  his  wife 
(his  two  children  both  born  at  Hampden-Sydney  are 
grown  and  have  homes  of  their  own)  success  and  happi- 
ness in  the  work  in  which  he  is  now  engaged  and  to 
express  the  hope  that  they  may  often  find  their  way  back 
to  Hampden-Sydney  which  as  he  has  so  often  said  he 
will  always  call  "home."

HALF  a  century  is  no  inconsiderable  span  in  the  life 
of  anyone  or  for  that  matter,  in  that  of  any  institu- 
tion, particularly  in  a  country  like  our  own  which  is  still 
youthful  as  compared  with  Asiatic  and  European  nations. 
And  yet  that  is  the  period  with  several  additional  years 
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added  that  B.  S.  01i\-er  served  the  College;  first,  as 
assistant  to  his  father-in-law,  the  late  Nathaniel  Jones, 
upon  whose  death,  "B.  S." — as  he  was  familiarly  and 
affectionately  called — succeeded  to  the  position  of  car- 
penter par  excellence  in  charge  of  the  upkeep  and  repairs 
to  college  property. 
Later  he  became  the 
active  superintendent 
of  all  college  build- 
ings and  much  of  its 
equipment.  This  in- 
cluded repairs  of  all 
kinds  such  as  keeping 
the  water  and  electric 
light  systems  in  shape 
and  the  like.  Much 
of  this  he  was  able  to 
do  with  his  own  hands 
until  the  last  few  years 
when  the  job  became 
too  vast  and  during 
these  years  his  acti- 
vity was  chiefly  con- 
fined to  standing 
among  the  workers 
and  superintending 
the  job,  though  he  at 
all  times  stood  ready 
to  lend  a  hand  when 
needed. 

ThelateDr.J.H.C. 
Bagby,  for  many  years 
the  distinguished  and

beloved  professor  of  Physics,  was  wont  to  say  that  Ben 
Oliver  possessed  a  most  remarkable  talent  for  things 
mechanical  and  that  had  he  the  privilege  of  a  proper 
education  (he  had  no  more  than  a  few  years  at  a  country 
school)  there  was  no  telling  to  what  positions  of  import- 
ance he  might  have  attained.  It  was  he  who  contracted 
for,  remodeled,  and  built  the  additions  to  the  Comity 
Club.  This  was  always  his  special  pride  and  when  it  was 
destroyed  by  fire  about  two  years  ago,  he  was  greatly 
distressed  and  mingled  his  tears  with  its  ashes. 

This  community  was  stunned  when  it  learned  of  the 
sudden  death  of  B.  S.  Oliver  on  the  morning  of  January 
9th  in  the  College  Shop  where  he  stopped  on  his  way  to 
work.  He  was  apparently  in  excellent  health,  though 
those  who  knew  him  best  were  aware  that  he  was  not  a 
well  man. 

No  member  of  the  faculty,  in  fact  no  one  in  the  entire 
community  had  so  wide  an  acquaintance  with  the  students 
and  former  students.  He  had  known  class  after  class  as 
it  came  into  and  went  out  of  the  college  halls,  moved 
about  its  campus  and  battled  with  visiting  teams  on  the 
gridiron  and  on  the  diamond.  No  student  ever  followed 
these  contests  with  such  loyalty  and  zest  as  did  Ben 
Oliver,  many  times  accompanying  the  teams  when  they 
invaded  the  strongholds  of  their  rivals.  It  is  a  fact  that 
he  witnessed  every  football  game  played  between  Hamp- 
den-Sydney and  the  University  of  Richmond  wherever 
it  took  place  from  the  time  of  tlie  first  game  in  1893  until 
the  contest  played   last   fall   in   Richmond. 

To  B.  S.  Oliver,  Hampden-Sydney  was  the  only  honest- 
to-goodness  college.  Other  colleges  in  his  mind  existed 
only  for  the  purpose  of  constituting  a  background  from 
which  Hampden-Sydney  was  to  stand  out  preeminent. 


The  news  of  his  death  brought  sorrow  to  hundreds  oft 
former  students — indeed  to  all  those  who  had  attendedii 
the  College  in  the  past  fifty-two  years,  for  all  knew  himi! 
and  remembered  him  with  affection.  '' 

Kindly,  quick-witted,  with  a  ready  humor,  always  I 
accommodating  and  efficient,  his  place  will  be  well  nighf 
impossible  to  fill.  Alas,  how  rapidly  are  our  landmarks^ 
removed.  J 

World  War  No.  Two  Most 
Unpredictable  Yet 

THE  fortunes  of  war  in  the  nature  of  things  are 
unpredictable.  There  are  so  many  factors  which 
play  a  part,  many  of  which  are  totally  unexpected:  The 
place  where  the  battle  is  fought,  the  equipment,  the 
weather,  the  size  and  character  of  the  armies,  the  skill 
or  lack  of  skill  of  the  officers  and  all  sorts  of  contingencies 
and  conditions  without  number  arise.  Nowhere  do  "Ifs" 
play  so  important  a  part. 

But  World  War  No.  Two  seems  to  have  surpassed  in 
the  unpredictable  any  which  history  records.  The  com- 
monly shared  views  of  leaders  of  the  nations  involved 
and  of  those  who  are  regarded  as  experts  have  in  their 
predictions  and  anticipations  missed  the  mark  of  what 
actually  has  taken  place  as  completely  as  has  the  man 
on  the  street  whose  guess  it  seems  is  as  good  as  theirs. 

A  few  examples  will  suffice  by  way  of  illustration.  It 
was  said  the  war  would  have  to  be  a  short  one,  Hitler 
having  admitted  as  much — namely  Germany  must  strike 
hard  and  quickly  and  the  war  would  soon  be  over.  Ger- 
many could  not  support  a  long  war.  The  French  Army 
was  the  finest  in  the  world  and  the  German  Army,  though 
large,  well  drilled  and  equipped  would  be  no  match  for 
the  experienced,  finely  trained  army  of  the  French; 
the  Maginot  Line  was  impregnable.  Yet  the  French 
army  went  down  like  a  house  of  cards  and  France  lies 
prostrate  under  the  heel  of  a  ruthless  invader.  It  was 
said  that  France  would  never  make  a  separate  peace  but 
she  deserted  her  erstwhile  ally  and  made  a  disgraceful 
capitulation  with  Germany.  Then  after  the  fall  of 
France,  it  would  be  only  a  few  weeks  before  Hitler  would 
be  in  London  and  the  swastika  would  fly  from  the  towers 
of  the  houses  of  Parliament.  More  than  two  years  have 
elapsed  and  so  far  not  a  single  German  has  set  his  foot 
on  the  British  Isles  except  as  a  prisoner,  and  the  Union 
Jack  still  floats  proudly  over  the  great  city  on  the  Thames. 
Communistic  Russia  would  never  line  up  with  Nazi 
Germany,  nevertheless  Hitler  and  Stalin  entered  into  a 
solemn  compact  and  became  for  a  time  devoted  com- 
rades— judged  by  the  expressions  which  passed  from  one 
to  the  other.  It  was  then  said  that  Hitler  would  never 
attack  Russia.  When  he  did,  it  was  one  of  the  great 
surprises  of  the  war.  It  was  then  predicted  that  Russia, 
which  had  made  such  a  poor  showing  against  Finland, 
would  be  crushed  by  the  panzer  divisions  of  the  German 
Army  almost  as  quickly  as  had  been  Poland.  It  was 
also  said  that  Stalin  had  liquidated  all  of  his  best  officers 
and  could  not  withstand  the  German  attack.  So  far,  this 
prediction  has  been  as  far  from  the  truth  as  many  others 
and,  after  almost  a  year,  the  great  German  Army  stands 
stalled  (it  is  true  well  within  the  Russian  border)  a  long 
way  from  the  goals  which  Hitler  set  last  June.  For  the 
past  four  months,  Germany  has  been  on  the  defensive. 
General  Timoshenko,  the  Generalissimo  of  the  Russian 
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Arm)',  seems  to  be  the  equal  if  not  the  superior  of  the 
finest  field  marshals  that  Hitler  has  been  able  to  produce. 

Mussolini  boasted  to  the  world  that  he  had  a  magnif- 
icent army,  but  the  strutting  Fascists  proved  to  be  no 
match  for  little  Greece  and  its  small  army.  Until  Hitler 
with  his  German  legions  came  to  the  rescue  of  the  Italians, 
the  Greek  Arm>-  had  all  but  driven  them  into  the  sea. 
British  sea  power  was  claimed  to  be  well  nigh  invincible 
but,  while  her  power  on  the  seas  has  never  been  broken, 
Britannia's  rule  has  been  rudely  and  severely  shaken. 
Japan  was  too  wise  to  risk  a  light.  She  was  wholly  unequal 
to  the  task.  The  United  States  Navy  only  wanted  a 
chance  at  it  and  )"et  the  Japanese  Navy  has  proved 
one  of  the  most  powerful  and  efficient  in  naval  history. 
So  far,  her  victories  surpass  even  those  of  Germany. 
That  the  Japanese  scored  their  early  successes  by  treachery 
does  not  disprove  her  strategy,  careful  planning,  prepara- 
tion and  courage.  Singapore  was  impregnable  but  fell 
in  less  than  two  months. 

Many  of  our  citizens  whose  patriotism  cannot  be 
questioned  maintained  almost  up  to  the  last  that  this 
country  was  in  no  danger — that  it  was  too  remote  to  be 
attacked  and  that  those  who  thought  otherwise  were 
war  mongers.  Not  only  have  our  possessions  been 
attacked,  namely  Hawaiian  Islands  and  other  island 
possessions  taken,  but  Japanese  shells  have  actually 
been  hurled  on  the  California  coast  and  German  sub- 
marines prowl  along  our  Atlantic  seaboard  and  all  but 
stick  their  noses  into  our  very  harbors. 

There  might  be  illustrations  without  number  going  to 
show  how  far  our  guesses  have  gone  wrong.  We  are  still 
confident,  however,  that  the  predictions  of  those  who  say 
that  the  United  States  and  the  nations  fighting  with  her 
will  win  the  war  will  come  absolutely  true,  and  Mac- 
Arthur's  and  Wainwright's  gallant  defense  of  Corregidor 
and  Bataan  augur  well  for  our  final  success. 


A  Fraternity  Marks  its  Seventy-Fifth 
Anniversary 

ON  March  2,  1867,  Epsilon  Chapter  of  the  Chi 
Fraternity  was  established  at  Hampden-Sydney 
College.  It  was  the  child  of  what  was  known  as  the 
Southern  Order  which  in  1874  united  with  the  Princeton 
and  Hobart  Orders  to  form  the  Chi  Phi  Fraternity  as  it 
now  exists.  Among  the  charter  members  were  the  Rev- 
erend Lewis  Burwell  Johnston,  Reverend  Lennox  B. 
Turnbull,  William  Mayo  Atkinson,  Richard  Carter  Bishop 
and  the  Reverend  John  Kercheval  Mason. 

On  Alarch  2d  of  this  year  the  Chapter  rounded  out 
its  seventy-fifth  anniversary,  during  which  75  years  it  has 
initiated  470  members.  All  of  the  other  fraternities  which 
had  chapters  at  Hampden-Sydney  at  the  time  the  Epsilon 
Chapter  was  founded  have  ceased  to  exist.  The  life  of 
this  Chapter  is  somewhat  remarkable  in  that  the  College 
has  always  been  a  small  one  and  for  many  years  the 
attendance  stood  around  a  little  more  than  a  hundred, 
and  at  certain  periods  dropping  as  low  as  seventy-five. 
This  being  the  case,  the  existence  of  any  fraternity  at 
Hampden-Sydney  was  necessarily  precarious  because 
the  failure  of  members  to  return  was  apt  to  leave  it  with

no  nucleus  with  which  to  continue  its  operation.  On 
more  than  one  occasion  Epsilon  Chapter  found  itself  at 
the  opening  of  a  new  session  with  hardly  enough  men  to 
carry  on,  but  the  storm  in  each  instance  was  faced  and 
new  men  initiated  so  that  the  Chapter  was  retained. 
During  the  past  fourteen  or  fifteen  years  with  the  attend- 
ance at  Hampden-Sydney  greatly  increased,  the  member- 
ship in  the  Chapter  itself  was  expanded,  reasonably 
assuring  a  continued  existence.  The  membership  of  the 
Chapter  for  the  past  five  years  has  averaged  between 
thirty-five  and  forty-three  men. 

It  is  somewhat  striking  and  a  bit  unfortunate  that 
World  War  No.  One  intervened  and  broke  up  the  plans 
for  holding  the  Chapter's  Golden  Jubilee  which  should 
have  taken  place  in  1917.  Preparations  had  been  on 
foot  for  nearly  a  year  but  the  war  necessitated  the  can- 
cellation of  these  plans.  Now,  again,  preparations  had 
been  begun  for  the  Diamond  Jubilee  this  spring  and  once 
more  a  world  conflagration  has  rendered  impossible  a 
celebration  fitting  the  occasion.  The  Chapter  customarily 
holds  its  spring  party  and  this  will  take  place  again 
this  year,  and  the  Chapter  at  least  wishes  to  take  official 
recognition  of  this,  its  seventy-fifth  year  of  continuous, 
uninterrupted  existence  and  in  some  way  record  this 
noteworthy  event  in  its  history.

Will  Make 

The  Address  to  the  Graduates 

on  Commencement  Day 

at  Ten  A.  M. 
Tuesday,  May  26,  1942 
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Dear  Alumnus: 

We  have  been  in  the  present  situation  long  enough  to 
realize  something  of  the  seriousness  of  it  and  its  effect 
upon  education.  Crises  are  not  new  here,  and  we  expect 
to  face  this  one  and  go  through  it  in  the  same  spirit  that 
has  characterized  the  College  in  other  trying  days. 

I  have  just  read  the  following:  "This  the  present 
crisis  is,  as  most  crises  are,  in  the  last  analysis  a  spiritual 
crisis  and  for  this  very  reason  no  other  men  are  more 
entitled  and  obligated  to  deal  with  it  than  those  whose 
main  interest  in  life  consists  in  forming  and  educating  the 
spirit  of  man  not  primarily  along  changing  economic  and 
political  conditions,  but — without  disregarding  them — 
primarily  on  the  basis  of  unchanging  eternal  Christian 
principles." 

The  above  statement  was  made  by  Dr.  Ernst  Wilhelm 
Meyer,  former  member  of  the  German  diplomatic  service 
and  now  Visiting  Professor  of  Political  Science  at  Buck- 
nell  University.  Certainly  words  like  these  bring  home 
to  us  anew  the  abiding  value  of  Hampden-Sydney. 

Recently  Mr.  Atkinson  had  a  letter  from  Secretary  of 
War,  Henry  L.  Stimson,  in  which  he  wrote  as  follows: 
"It  is  believed  that  the  schools  can  best  serve  the  com- 
mon good  now  by  maintaining  high  standards  of  mental 
instruction,  improving  the  physical  condition  of  scholars, 
establishing  and  implementing  practices  and  methods 
designed  to  develop  the  qualities  of  leadership.  Instruc- 
tion to  give  a  background  for  Army  technical  training  is 
desirable."  Clearly  he  sees  the  value  of  liberal  arts 
institutions  even  in  the  midst  of  war. 

This  war  must  end.  We  have  to  think  about  the  post- 
war period.  Concerning  this  important  phase  of  the 
present  situation.  President  Gannon  of  Fordham  has  this 
to  say  in  his  last  report:  "We  shall  cooperate,  therefore, 
in  every  way,  with  the  Government's  every  desire,  as  we 
did  in  1918,  but  shall  never  forget  that,  day  after  to- 
morrow, the  whole  world  will  be  starved  for  the  Liberal 
Arts.  Our  descendants  will  probably  worship  the  philo- 
sophic mind  as  the  rarest  thing  in  life  and  cry  at  the 
sight  of  beauty.  So,  if  we  can  only  manage  to  survive  the 
storm,  our  missionary  work  is  all  cut  out  for  us." 

I  mention  the  above  quotations  because  we  will  greatly 
need  your  help  in  the  matter  of  enrollment.  Though 
Hampden-Sydney  is  not  military  nor  technical  in  its 
training,  it  is  nevertheless  in  a  position toaid  tremendously. 

I  have  reported  to  you  on  our  summer  program.  This 
will  begin  on  June  15th  and  close  on  August  27th. 

You  also  know  of  "Yank's"  going.  The  Council,  in  the 
interest  of  economy,  decided  to  elect  no  successor  now. 
For  the  following  year,  at  the  request  of  the  Council, 
this  work  will  be  handled  by  those  of  us  here  most  closely 
connected  with  it. 

I  fear  we  are  going  to  lose  some  of  our  faculty.  Our 
plan  is  for  those  who  are  left  to  absorb  as  much  of  this 
work  as  possible. 


Coach  "Red"  Smith  asked  for  a  leave  of  absence  in) 
order  that  he  might  accept  work  in  the  Physical  Educa-j 
tion  Department  of  the  Naval  Reserve.  He  left  for  hisf 
new  labors  the  last  of  March.

Sometime  ago  I  appointed  a  Defense  Council  composed! 
of  three  members  of  the  faculty  and  ten  students.  This! 
group  is  doing  splendid  work  along  several  lines.  Ini 
every  way  possible  the  whole  college  is  endeavoring  to' 
do  its  part  in  the  efforts  made  necessary  in  this  tragic) 
time.  I 

Remember  the  change  in  the  date  for  Commencement.) 
This  year  it  will  be  from  May  24th-26th.  Alumni  Day  will] 
be  on  the  26th  and  will  consist  of  a  luncheon  and  a  meet- 
ing immediately  following  the  luncheon.  j

Class  Mates  Meet  After  57  Years 

J.  Flood  Morton,  Jr.,  '26,  familiarly  known  as  "Jack,"' 
was  kind  enough  to  send  to  the  editor  of  The  Record, 
a  clipping  from  the  New  Orleans  Times-Picayune  showing, 
together  two  members  of  the  Class  of  1885 — William  S.] 
Friend,  native  of  Charlotte  County,  Va.,  but  now  promi-l 
nent  citizen  of  Covington,  Va.,  and  Thomas  L.  Trawick,  ] 
native  of  Hazlehurst,  Miss.,  since  1905  a  resident  of  New 
Orleans. 

In  an  interview  with  a  reporter,  these  gentlemen  gave 
a  brief  account  of  their  lives  at  Hampden-Sydney  and 
since  leaving  College.  ; 

Together  they  played  on  the  football  team  when  the! 
game  was  a  scramble  and  the  only  rule  was  "to  put  the 
ball  across."  Those  were  days,  as  these  veterans  recalled,! 
"when  college  students  were  more  serious  than  they  arej 
today.  They  went  to  school  for  learning,  nothing  morel 
...  we  all  took  the  same  courses."  After  leaving  college, '. 
Mr.  Trawick  taught  in  Mississippi  for  15  years,  was  for: 
a  time  Commissioner  of  Education  of  the  State,  and  then, 
moved  to  New  Orleans  and  was  a  member  of  the  Eastoni 
faculty  until  1936,  "teaching  mostly  Mathematics  but] 
filling  in  at  Latin,  Greek,  French  and  German  when 
necessary."  .  .  ."Then,"  he  said,  "I  retired  and  went 
round  the  world  twice  to  see  what  I  could  see." 

Mr.  Friend  also  taught  school  for  some  years  before 
moving  to  Covington  where  he  entered  the  insurance 
and  bonding  business. 

The  pictures  of  these  gentlemen  in  the  paper  justify 
the  remarks  made  by  the  old  friends  on  meeting.  Mr. 
Friend   said:  "He's  gotten  a  lot  bigger  than   he  was   in 


1885."  Mr.  Trawick  retorted:  "And  you've  gotten  a, 
lot  smaller."  Those  at  Hampden-Sydney  who  still  remem-, 
ber  these  gentlemen  as  youths  fully  agree  with  thesei 
comments  as  to  their  relative  size.

FOR  twenty-fi\e  \-ears,  Roger  Lee  Chambliss,  'oS,  has 
been  Superintendent  of  the  Schools  of  Brunswick 
County,  \'a.  On  March  3,  1942,  he  was  given  a  banquet 
in  recognition  of  his  efficient  service.  Among  other 
evidences  of  esteem.  Air.  Chambliss  received  a  $~,o  defense 
bond,  given  by  the  County  Teachers"  Association;  and 
a   portfolio  of  testimonials   written   by   members  of  the 


State  Board  of  Education,  by  officials  of  Hampden- 
Sydney  College,  by  local  School  Board  members,  by  col- 
leagues in  surrounding  counties, by  members  of  the  present 
teaching  staff,  and  by  many  other  friends.  How  gratify- 
ing all  this  was  to  Mr.  Chambliss  and  to  his  alma  mater! 


William  Henry  Harrison,  Class  of  1791 

THROUGH  the  kindness  of  Dr.  J.  D.  Eggleston,  the 
College  Library  has  obtained  an  important  volume, 
JVilliam  Henry  Harrison  His  Life  arid  Times,  by  James  A. 
Green,  issued  from  the  press  of  Garrett  and  Massie  of 
Richmond  in  1941.  It  is  a  book  7J/-2  by  iij-^  inches  and 
consists  of  446  pages  of  text,  handsomely  illustrated,  and 
in  addition  two  appendixes,  a  bibliography  and  an 
index — a  total  of  536  pages. 

The  diligent  author  has  performed  his  task  well.  He 
treats  in  detail  the  rapid  advancement  of  the  young 
Virginian  in  his  new  environment  in  the  West,  and  his 
career  as  Secretary  of  the  Northwest  Territory;  he  de- 
scribes his  wise  acts  as  Governor  of  Indiana  Territory, 
and  his  prowness  as  Commander  of  the  Army  of  the 
Northwest;  he  reveals  the  general's  usefulness  as  a 
member  of  Congress  and  as  United  States  senator;  he 
tells  of  his  brief  service  as  Envoy  to  Colombia;  and  with 
great  enthusiasm  outlines  General  Harrison's  two  cam- 
paigns as  the  whig  candidate  for  the  presidency,  that  of 
1836,  ending  in  defeat,  that  of  1840  with  a  whig  majority 
of  174  electoral  votes. 

The  author's  attitude  toward  General  Harrison  is  that 
of  an  admirer  who  has  sifted  the  evidence  thoroughly, 
knows  his  subject,  and  tries  to  paint  true  to  life.  We 
may  all  wonder  that  the  two  sections  of  the  whig  party 


should  have  selected  Harrison  and  T_\-lcr  as  their  ticket 
in  1S40;  but  "Politics  makes  strange  bed-fellows." 
General  Harrison  was  in  reality — not  by  tiame — a  fed- 
eralist; he  denied  to  a  state  the  right  of  secession  or 
nullification;  he  favored  a  protective  tariff  and  internal 
improvements;  he  opposed  slavery.  He  once  declared, 
"The  principles  advanced  by  Calhoun,  Bibb  and  Tyler 
as  those  of  the  government  of  the  United  States  meant 
confusion,  disorder,  war  and  bloodshed."  Tyler  favored 
in  most  respects  what  Harrison  opposed,  and  opposed 
what  Harrison  favored.  Senator  Thomas  H.  Benton 
sarcastically  remarked,  "The  only  ability  the  whigs  de- 
sired was  avail ahWhy."  Both  nominees  were  men  of 
ability;  but  on  most  important  subjects  their  \'iews  were 
diametrically  opposed.  General  Harrison  often  and  force- 
fully a\-owed  his  beliefs;  Mr.  Tyler,  in  the  Whig  Con- 
vention in  Harrisburg  that  nominated  this  ticket,  ex- 
plained clearly  and  fully  his  attitude  on  the  varied 
questions  of  the  day.  So  nobody  was  deceived.  The  whigs 
knew  what  they  were  doing  and  what  to  expect  of  their 
candidates.  The  ticket  was  elected;  the  old  general  was 
inaugurated;  but  was  in  office  just  one  month,  carried  off 
by  an  attack  of  pneumonia  which  his  enfeebled  condi- 
tion could  not  withstand. 

The  death  of  President  Harrison  so  soon  after  his  in- 
auguration may  be  considered  as  a  kind  dispensation  of 
an  over-ruling  Providence,  designed  to  save  the  veteran 
from  the  wrath  to  come.  Under  existing  conditions, 
his  administration  could  have  been  only  one  of  strife  and 
discord.  The  methods  used  in  the  campaign  which  re- 
sulted in  his  election  were  not  approved  by  some  aristo- 
cratic whigs;  many  of  those  who  voted  for  the  nominee 
would  not  have  supported  him;  the  whig  party  was 
divided;  the  democrats  were  bitter  in  their  hate;  Vice 
President  Tyler  would  have  been  a  thorn  in  the  flesh  of 
the  president.  In  all  probability  the  old  warrior  was 
better  off  in  the  splendid  tomb  on  the  Ohio  than  he  would 
have  been  in  the  White  House  on  the  Potomac. 

It  seems  likely  this  volume,  rich  in  detail,  will  not 
be  superseded  by  other  "lives"  of  this  patriot,  Hampden- 
Sydney's  only  son  to  become  President  of  the  United 
States;  new  material  will  probably  not  be  discovered; 
here  the  existing  material  has  been  carefully  arranged, 
and  the  reader  who  finishes  the  volume  has  a  feeling  of 
finality — ne  plus  ultra. 


Man's  National  Rights 

THERE  are  rights  conferred  by  nature  and  rights 
established  by  law — natural  rights  and  rights  statu- 
tory. It  is  probable  that  most  people  will  readily  agree 
that  it  is  proper  for  the  laborers  of  the  country  to  join 
brotherhoods  and  to  organize  unions  in  order  by  legitimate 
means  to  improve  their  social  and  economic  condition  and 
to  acquire  fuller  exercise  of  their  lawful  rights  as  members 
of  society.  But,  when  having  so  organized,  these  unions 
proceed  ruthlessly  to  violate  the  rights  of  others,  we  feel 
as  did  Moses  of  old  towards  Korah,  Dathan  and  Abiram 
when  he  exclaimed  "Ye  take  too  much  upon  you,  ye 
sons  of  Levi!"  and  we  may  sometimes  wish  that  the  same 
fate  might  overtake  the  modern  offenders  as  befell  the 
Hebrew  malcontents  in  the  desert.  By  no  line  of  reasoning 
can  sit-down  strikes  be  justified  nor  interference  with  the 
work  of  national  defense  in  these  times  when  the  issues 
of  war  are  trembling  in  the  balance. 
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Again,  though  none  deny  to  laborers  the  right  to  join 
the  A.  F.  L.  or  the  C.  I.  O.,  few  will  admit  that  the 
members  of  these  organizations  have  the  right  to  compel 
others  to  join.  These  members  may  pass  rules  for  their 
own  conduct;  but  this  right  gives  no  authority  to  bind 
others,  and  the  attempt  to  enforce  compliance  has  no 
justification  in  equity  or  law. 

Among  the  outstanding  natural  rights,  we  take  it,  is 
the  right  to  seek  life,  liberty  and  happiness  in  one's  own 
way  so  long  as  that  way  does  not  infringe  upon  the 
natural  rights  of  one's  fellows.  The  late  Honorable  John 
Randolph  Tucker  once  declared  that  the  best  form  of 
government  would  be  one  in  which  there  existed  "the 
liberty  of  each  bounded  by  the  like  liberty  of  all."  One 
of  the  most  valued  phases  of  such  liberty  of  a  man  would 
be  the  liberty  to  sell  his  labor  at  a  price  and  under  con- 
ditions agreeable  to  himself.  To  yield  this  right  to  an 
organization  which  he  has  joined  voluntarily  is  perfectly 
permissible;  that  is  democracy.  To  have  this  rl^ht  force- d 
from  him  by  those  in  whose  action  he  has  had  no  voice 
is  the  height  of  tyranny.  A  man  so  treated  is  in  effect  a 
slave. 

Recently  a  case  in  point  has  arisen  in  \  irginia.  The 
United  States'  Army  is  establishing  a  camp  in  the  good 
County  of  Nottoway.  The  contractors  are  said  to  have 
signed  agreements  binding  them  to  employ  only  members 
of  certain  unions;  that  is,  the  principle  of  the  closed  shop 
prevails.  Worthy  and  industrious  farmers  and  laborers 
of  the  contiguous  territory  cannot  work  on  this  public 
enterprise — a  work  of  national  defense — unless  they  join 
a  controlling  union  and  pay  a  high  initiation  fee  and 
exorbitant  dues!  Eheu!  Eheu!  ! 

It  is  a  great  pleasure  to  state  that  the  able  senator 
from  this  district  in  the  \  irginia  General  Assembly — the 
Honorable  Robert  K.  Brock — has  had  the  courage  to 
oppose  this  hold-up,  and,  in  the  effort  to  preserve  to  the 
common  man  the  God-given  right  to  work  as  he  sees  fit. 
haspresentedtoour  Assembly  the  following  joint  resolution: 

"Be  it  resolved  by  the  Senate  of  \  irginia,  the  House 
of  Delegates  concurring,  that  the  General  Assembly  of 
Virginia  hereby  condemns  any  regulation  or  practice  which 
requires  membership  in  a  labor  organization  in  order  to 
obtain  employment  on  camp  construction  projects,  and 
reasserts  its  belief  in  the  fundamental  right  of  its  citizens 
to  tender  service  to  their  government  in  times  of  national 
emergency  without  having  to  purchase  such  right  from 
any  individual  or  organization:  and 

Be  it  further  resolved,  that  we  call  upon  the  administra- 
tive branch  of  our  national  government,  and  particularly 
the  War  Department  in  Washington,  to  take  whatever 
steps  may  be  necessary  to  put  an  end  to  this  un-American 
practice  which  is  impeding  and  imperilling  our  national 
defense."  W.  H.  W.,  Jr.

Tuesday  is  Commencement  Day  and  Alumni  Day  com- 
bined. Graduation  exercises  are  in  the  morning,  the 
commencement  luncheon  is  at  noon,  and  the  meeting  of 
the  General  Alumni  Association  is  in  the  afternoon. 


Mr.  B.  S.  Oliver  (1869-1942) 

PROBABLY  no  one  has  ever  been  connected  with 
Hampden-Sydney  College  who  was  known  by  so 
many  students  as  was  Mr.  Benjamin  Silas  Oliver;  no 
one  who  came  in  close  contact  with  them  was  better 
liked  or  more  respected.  He  understood  student  human 
nature,  and  was  able  to  sympathize  with  them  in  their 
problems  and  their  short-comings,  meanwhile  striving  in 
a  kindly  way  to  help  them  see  the  right  and  do  it.  Thus 
he  exerted  a  wide  and  salutary  influence  and  was  the 
students'  friend. 

Air.  Oliver  was  born  in  Buckingham  County,  \'a., 
July  24,  1869,  one  of  a  large  family  of  which  a  brother, 
Mr.  George  Oliver  of  Charlotte  County,  alone  survives. 

He  came  to  the  College  as  assistant  to  Mr.  Nathaniel 
Jones,  the  superintendent  of  the  College  buildings  and 
grounds.  He  came  on  August  i8,  1888,  when  he  was  18 
years  of  age  for  a  salary  of  ^18.00  a  month.  (Note  the 
recurrence  of  the  figure  8  in  this  assemblage  of  facts — a 
recurrence  which  the  good  man  was  fond  of  mentioning.) 
Since  that  summer  in  1888,  Air.  Oliver  served  the  College 
with  zeal  which  never  flagged  and  a  fidelit)'  which  knew 
no  limit. 

He  was  married  twice.  His  first  wife  was  Aliss  Mary  E. 
Jones,  a  daughter  of  his  official  superior.  She  was  a 
woman,  who,  in  spite  of  a  frail  body  and  years  of  ill 
health,  was  a  helpmeet  indeed,  who  conducted  her  house- 
hold aff'airs  with  rare  skill  and  brought  up  a  son  and  three 
daughters  in  the  nurture  and  admonition  of  the  Lord. 
She  died  with  "T.  B."  after  sufferings  borne  with  the  forti- 
tude of  a  Spartan  and  with  the  resignation  of  a  Christian. 
Mr.  Oliver's  knowledge  of  human  nature  stood  him  in 
good  stead  in  the  choice  of  wives;  and  for  his  second  wife 
he  married  Aliss  Ethel  Raikes,  who  was  a  worthy  successor 
of  his  first.  She  was  a  faithful  mother  to  the  first  set  of 
children  and  was  revered  and  loved  by  them  as  if  she 
were  their  very  own.  Of  this  second  marriage  there  were 
a  daughter  and  three  sons;  the  sons  are  living,  the  daugh- 
ter died  in  early  childhood. 

A  large  circle  of  friends  knew  and  loved  Mr.  Oliver. 
He  was  genial,  generous,  full  of  the  milk  of  human  kind- 
ness. Sympathetic  and  friendly,  he  was  ready  to  aid 
those  in  trouble  of  any  sort;  and  was  ever  eager  to  con- 
tribute his  time,  his  strength,  his  means,  if  he  could  thus 
help  a  fellow-man.  His  hands  were  skillful,  his  judgment 
was  sound,  his  sense  of  duty  was  compelling,  his  fidelity 
was  unfailing.  His  clear  thinking  saved  the  College  much; 
the  curators  and  presidents  leaned  heavily  upon  him  for 
advice;  the  students  were  his  friends;  the  alumni  held 
him  in  high  esteem.  Best  of  all,  our  friend  was  a  con- 
secrated and  consistent  Christian;  his  faith  was  firm  and 
he  showed  his  faith  by  his  works.  He  was  regular  in 
attendance  upon  Sunday  School  and  church;  teacher  and 
pastor  can  bear  witness  to  his  ability  to  give  a  reason  for 
the  faith  that  was  within  him. 

He  left  his  home  as  usual  on  the  cold  morning  of 
January  8,  1942,  walking  to  the  College  to  his  duties; 
"he  stopped  at  the  store,  greeted  his  friends  there,  sat 
down  by  the  radiator,  and  collapsed.  The  end  of  a  useful 
life   had   come. 

He  is  survived  by  his  widow,  four  sons  and  two  daugh- 
ters. They  mourn,  but  they  mourn  not  as  those  who  have 
no  hope;  for  this  husband  and  father  has  received  a  crown 
of  glory  that  fadeth  not  away,  and  he  lives  in  the  hearts 
of  manv  whom  he  loved. 
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Portrait  of  Dr.  F.  T.  McFaden 
(1864-1933)  Presented 

THE  family  and  friends  of  the  late  Re\-erend  Frank 
Talbot  McFaden,  D.  D..  presented  a  portrait  of  him 
to  the  First  Presbyterian  Church,  Richmond,  \  a.,  on 
December  28,  1941.  The  speech  of  presentation  was 
made  by  Dr.  B.  R.  Lac}-,  President  of  Union  Theological 
Seminary;  Frank  McFaden,  III,  a  grandson,  unveiled  the 
portrait,  and  Dr.  Samuel  A.  Anderson  accepted  it  on 
behalf  of  the  congregation. 

Dr.  McFaden  was  pastor  of  the  First  Church  from 
December  20,  1903,  to  May  17,  1922.  He  graduated  at 
Hampden-Sydney  College  in  the  Class  of  1886  and  was 
a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  twenty-nine  years 
(1894-1923),  for  much  of  the  time  Secretary  of  the  Board. 
His  wife  was  Miss  Mar\'  Friend,  the  j'oungest  of  the 
sisters  so  popular  as  residents  of  Hampden-Sydney.  Dr. 
McFaden  died  in  Abingdon,  \'a.,  August  5,  1933,  at  that 
time  being  the  beloved  and  useful  pastor  of  the  Loudoun 
Street  Presbyterian  Church  of  \Mnchester,   Va. 

The  surviving  members  of  his  family — Mrs.  AIcFaden,  j 
Mrs.  L.  C.  Caldwell,  Mrs.  Wyndham  B.  Blanton,  and 
F.  T.  McFaden,  Jr.,  1922 — now  reside  in  Richmond,  \'a. 


Events  of  a  Commencement  in  the  Time 
of  President  J.  P.  Gushing 

[An  account  discovered  and  preserved  hy  Dr.  IV.  T.  JJilliams, 
Pastor  of  College  Church] 

THE  Virginia  Herald  (Fredericksburg)  of  October  15, 
1823,  reprinted  the  following  from  the  Lynchburg 
Virginian  of  October  10,  1823,  concerning  the  commence- 
ment at  Hampden-Sydney  College. 

It  was  preceded  by  five  days  of  examination  of  students 
for  admission  into  advanced  classes.  The  Senior  Class 
was  re-examined*  during  the  last  week  in  August  on  the 
most  important  duties  for  admission  to  the  degree  of  B.  A. 

The  Corporation  of  the  College  then  held  its  annual 
meeting  on  September  24th.  \  acancies  were  filled  by  the 
election  of  John  Miller,  Esq.,  of  Cumberland  and  Henry 
N.  \A'atkins,  Esq.,  of  Prince  Edward. 

Commencement  was  on  September  25th. 

The  degree  of  B.  A.  w-as  conferred  on  Jesse  S.  Armistead, 
Robert  Burvvell,  William  H.  Clarke,  Beverley  Crawford, 
Allen  D.  Metcalf,  Robert  D.  Turnbull,  Samuel  L.  Venable. 

The  degree  of  M.  A.  was  conferred  on  Josiah  P.  Harris, 
1820,  and  Thomas  P.  Hunt,  1813,  Alumni  of  this  College; 
Franklin  G.  Smith,  a  graduate  of  Middlebur^-  College, 
Vermont;  William  M.  Carter  and  James  Gholston  of 
Princeton  College;  honorary  M.  A.  on  Reverend  John 
Kirkpatrick,  a  graduate  of  Hampden-Sydney,  Class  of 
1812;  Jacob  T.  B.  Skillman  of  Union  College,  and  Jacob 
Bigelow,  Esq.,  of  Dartmouth  College. 

The  examinations  were  "severe  and  discriminating," 
but  a  larger  proportion  than  usual  "reached  the  higher 
grades  of  scholarship." 

*Note  the  early  practice  of  holding  "Comprehensive"  Examinations 
for  candidates  for  degrees  in  the  Senior  Class.     This  was  the  custom 
certainly  to  the  end  of  Dr.  .Atkinson's  administration  (1883). 
fSince  this  was  written,  Mrs.  McFaden  has  died. 


Kind  Words  in  Regards  to  Our  Good 
Friend  and  Kind  Neighbor 

DR.  J.  L.  JAR.MAX  is  the  subject  of  a  laudatory 
article  in  the  January  issue  of  the  Virginia  Journal 
of  Education,  as  he  celebrates  his  fortieth  anniversary  as 
president  of  Farmville  State  Teachers'  College. 

W  hen  Dr.  Jarman  came  to  the  college,  then  the  State 
Female  Normal  School,  there  were  five  buildings  on 
appro.ximately  one  block  of  city  property,  58  students 
in  the  professional  course,  a  preparatory  enrollment  of 
249  and  13  faculty  members. 

Today  925  students  are  enrolled  on  the  college  level, 
the  preparatory  work  having  merged  into  the  training 
schools.  Faculty  members  number  55  and  the  college  has 
expanded  into  a  standard  four-year  institution  accredited  by 
the  Southern  Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools 
and  the  American  Association  of  Teachers'  Colleges.  The 
physical  plant  comprises  20  buildings  in  the  heart  of 
Farmville,  plus  Longwood,  a  iio-acre  tract  a  mile  from 
town. — (From  the  Times-Dispatch  of  January  27,  1942) 

Judge  Watson's  Vision 

UNDER  the  above  caption  an  editorial  in  the  Richtnond 
Times-Dispatch  of  January  20,  1942,  refers  to  the 
wise  counsel  of  Judge  Walter  A.  Watson,  1887,  when  a 
member  of  Congress  from  the  Fourth  District  of  Virginia. 
On  January  28,  1914,  he  urged  upon  his  colleagues  in  the 
House  the  wisdom  of  making  appropriations  to  enable 
the  United  States  government  to  construct  and  operate 
a  railroad  connecting  the  southern  coast  of  Alaska  with 
the  navigable  waters  of  the  interior. 

The  editorial  points  out  the  present  importance  of 
Alaska  as  a  source  of  much-needed  minerals  and  as  a 
strategic  base  for  naval  operations.  The  writer  concludes: 
"Congress  should  reread  Judge  Watson's  words,  and 
begin  a  public  works  programme  to  make  Alaska  an 
asset  of  the  United  States  in  war  and  in  peace." 

All  the  friends  of  Walter  Watson  knew  that  he  was  an 
unusually  wise  man.  He  was  wise  as  a  youth  because  of 
his  trained  powers  of  observation  and  his  retentive 
memory;  he  was  wise  as  a  lawyer  because  of  his  ability 
to  apply  abstract  principles  to  concrete  cases;  he  was 
wise  as  a  judge  because  of  his  knowledge  of  human  nature 
and  because  of  the  faciiit}^  with  which  he  could  get  at 
the  root  of  the  matter  in  hand;  he  was  wise  as  a  law- 
maker because  of  his  knowledge  of  the  past  and  of  his 
firm  belief  that  causes  operative  in  the  past  determined 
the  events  of  the  future. 

In  his  death,  December  24,  1914,  Hampden-Sydney 
lost  a  loval  alumnus  and  \  irginia  lost  a  gifted  son.

Mr.  Ybarra's  Lecture 

THE  students,  facult)'  and  other  residents  of  the 
Hill,  were  fortunate  in  being  able  to  hear  Thomas  R. 
Ybarra  of  New  York  on  the  evening  of  February  18th 
in  the  College  Chapel,  when  he  gave  his  lecture  on  South 
American  Countries.  Mr.  Ybarra  is  a  distinguished 
author,  newspaper  man,  foreign  correspondent,  radio 
commentator  and  lecturer.  He  spent  many  years  as 
foreign  correspondent  of  the  Nezv  York  Times  and  for 
seven  years  abroad  was  Collier's  European  Editor.  He 
has  likewise  spent  much  of  his  time  in  the  South  American 
Countries  and  is  thoroughly  familiar  with  the  problems 
of  those  nations  and  as  they  relate  to  the  United  States. 
He  is  a  graduate  of  Harvard  University.  He  is  the  son 
of  the  late  General  Alejandro  Ybarra  of  Venezuela.  His 
mother  was  Aliss  Nellie  Russell  of  Boston  and  when  her 
father,  Judge  Russell,  went  to  \'enezuela  as  Minister  to 
that  Country,  she  as  a  young  girl  accompanied  him  and 
there  met  General  Ybarra.  Much  of  Air.  Ybarra's  youth 
was  spent  in  \  enezuela  but  most  of  his  mature  years 
in  the  United  States,  save  and  except  the  years  he  was 
abroad.  His  lecture  was  highly  informing  and  entertain- 
ing. No  public  speaker  who  has  visited  the  College  for 
many  years  received  such  rapt  attention  as  was  accorded 
him  b}^  the  students,  faculty  and  other  residents  of  the 
Hill.  After  his  lecture,  he  very  willingly  consented  to 
permit  questions  to  be  asked  from  the  audience  and  at 
the  conclusion,  he  was  surrounded  by  a  group  of  students 
with  eager  questions  which  Air.  Ybarra  graciously  an- 
swered and  was  good  enough  to  say  that  to  him  this  was 
the  best  part  of  the  evening.  It  is  hoped  that  Air.  Ybarra 
can  be  again  persuaded  to  come  to  Hampden-Sydney  and 
deliver  another  of  his  lectures.  His  last  book.  Young  Man 
of  Caracas,  was  chosen  by  the  Book  of  the  Alonth  Club. 
He  is  now  engaged  in  writing  another  book  called  Young 
Alan  of  the  World.

Early  References  to  an  Alumni 
Association 

IN  191 7  Dr.  A.  J.  Alorrison  edited  for  publication  Six 
Addresses,  made  between  1824  and  1835  at  Hampden- 
Sydne)'  by  Jonathan  P.  Cushing  and  other  prominent 
Hampden-Sydney  men  and  citizens  of  \'irginia. 

An  address  made  by  Dr.  John  Holt  Rice  on  September 
24,  1824,  contains  the  following  reference  to  an  Alumni 
Association: 

"We  hope  for  much,  too,  from  the  increasing  de- 
votion of  the  Alumni  of  the  Institution,  yet  it  must  be 
confessed  that  suitable  measures  have  not  been 
adopted  to  keep  up  that  feeling,  with  which  young 
men  have  usually  left  college.  We  have  hitherto  had 
no  association  to  bind  them  together  in  one  united 
body.  We  have  had  no  societies,  whose  anniversaries 
would  call  them  together  to  renew  their  acquaintance, 
to  talk  over  the  scenes  of  their  youth,  and  rekindle 
the  ardour  of  their  love.  They  do  not  meet  to  lay 
plans  and  adopt  measures  for  the  prosperity  of  their 
college.  Long  ago  there  ought  to  have  been  formed 
here  an  Immortal  Band,  pledged  to  each  other  by  all 
the  ties  of  youthful  friendship  to  promote  the  interest 
of  their  Alma  Alater,   and  extend   the  influence  of 
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learning,  science,  and  taste  in  the  Old  Dominion.  It 
was  to  remedy  this  defect  that  \ve  instituted  the 
Literary  and  Philosophical  Society  of  Hampden- 
Sydney  College." 

One  of  the  articles  in  the  constitution  of  this  Society 
(founded  in  1824)  was  to  this  effect:  "The  Society  shall 
have  the  power  of  electing  ...  all  resident  graduates  at 
this  College;  and  all  who  from  time  to  time  complete  their 
course  of  study  here,  provided  they  shall  have  been  ad- 
mitted to  the  first  degree  in  the  arts."  Dr.  Morrison 
interpreted  this  article  to  mean  that  the  Society  was  to 
serve  as  an  Alumni  Association  "of  a  strict  construction," 
meaning  that  only  those  students  who  had  been  "ad- 
mitted to  the  first  degree  in  the  arts"  were  eligible  to 
membership  in  the  Society.  Dr.  Rice  appears  to  have 
interpreted  this  article  in  the  same  wa'S'.

I  Abram  Carrington  Read 

i 

THE  Savannah,  Ga.,  papers  of  January  20th  an- 
nounced the  passing,  on  January  19th,  of  Abram 
Carrington  Read,  who  graduated  with  second  honor  at 
Hampden-Sj'dney  in  June,  1883.  He  had  been  ill  but 
a  short  time,  and  was  at  Hampden-Sydney  on  a  visit  only 
a  short  while  before  his  death.  He  was  the  son  of  Mr. 
William  ^^"atkins  Read  of  "Greenfield,"  Charlotte  County, 
and  his  wife,  Paulina  Edmonia  Carrington. 

At  college  Mr.  Read  was  universally  popular  because 
of  his  affability  and  courtesy.  He  was  a  member  of 
Sigma  Chi  social  fraternity.  After  graduating  at  Hamp- 
den-Sydney he  studied  law  at  Columbia  University,  New 
York,  where  he  again  showed  his  abilities,  and  graduated 
with  the  degree  LL.  B.  He  was  then  connected  with  the 
Read  Phosphate  Company  of  New  York  City.  When  a 
Southern  Branch  was  established  at  Savannah,  he  was 
put  in  charge  of  it,  and  remained  president  until  he 
retired  in  August,  1937,  having  sold  his  interests  to  the 
Davison  Chemical  Company. 

In  October,  1S94,  -^^r.  Read  was  married  to  Miss 
Gulielma  Lawton,  daughter  of  Dr.  and  Mrs.  ^^  illiam 
Lawton.  She  died  many  years  ago.  Mr.  Read  is  survived 
by  his  daughter,  Mrs.  Thomas  J.  Charlton,  and  by  three 
grandchildren,  Anne,  Thomas  and  Read  Charlton. 

Funeral  services  were  held  at  Christ  Church,  Savannah, 
on  the  afternoon  of  January  20th,  and  the  body  was 
taken  to  Charlotte  Courthouse,  where  it  was  placed 
in  the  Read  family  plot. 

The  Savannah  News  says  of  Mr.  Read: 

He  was  a  gracious  man  of  simple  tastes  which  made  his  whole  life 
one  of  joy  to  his  family  and  friends.  He  was  a  devoted  churchman 
and  to  Christ  Church,  in  which  he  was  long  a  member  of  the  board  of 
vestr\-men,  and  in  which  he  gave  loyal  and  continued  service. 

A  man  of  fine  education  and  literar}^  tastes,  he  was  an  interesting 
conversationalist.  He  showed  often  his  regard  for  his  friends,  and  in 
their  regard  for  him  he  filled  an  especial  place. 

In  her  Reads  and  Their  Relatives^  Mrs.  Alice  (Read) 
Rouse  said  of  him,  "Big,  blond,  and  distinguished-looking, 
Abram  Read  has  a  delightful  laugh,  an  excellent  mind, 
an  affectionate  heart,  and  a  tremendous  capacity  for 
work,  all  of  which  attributes  have  contributed  to  making 
him  a  very  successful  man." 


An  Old  Subscription  List 

(Mr.  William  S.  Morton,  '80,  who  is  a  genius  at  ferreting 
out  old  papers,  has  found  in  the  Clerk's  office  at  Cumber- 
land Court  House  the  following  paper,  of  which  he  has 
kindly  furnished  me  a  copy.  It  is  evident  from  Colonel 
Nash's  letter  that  these  suits  were  not  authorized  by  these 
"trustees  and  Managers."'  Was  this  the  work  of  a  sub- 
agent,  or  was  it  the  work  of  a  meddler  and  mischief- 
maker?  The  paper  is  a  most  interesting  one  and  adds  to 
our  data  about  the  early  history  of  the  College. — J.  D.

Reverend  James  \  enable  Logan,  Class  of  1895,  died  on  February'  17 
1942,  at  Columbus,  Ohio.  He  was  born  Alay  19,  1874,  received  his  col 
legiate  training  at  Hampden-S)'dne)-  College  and  at  Central  Univer 
sity,  K)^,  and  graduated  at  the  Louisville  Theological  Seminar)- 
Interment  was  at  Richmond,  Ky. 

Reverend  James  E.  Hemphill,  D.  D.,  late  pastor  of  the  Tabb  Street 
Church  in  Petersburg,  Va.,  died  on  the  afternoon  of  March  23,  1942, 
following  a  heart  attack  a  few  days  before.  He  was  born  at  Griffin,  Ga., 
Februar)^  6,  1886,  son  of  Mr.  William  Pe)aon  Hemphill.  Dr.  Hemphill 
came  to  Petersburg,  Va.,  in  1924,  and  had  been  prominent  in  his  Presby- 
ter)- and  Synod.  Since  September,  1926,  he  had  been  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  Hampden-S\'dne)-  College  and  had  served  as 
chairman  of  that  body.  His  two  sons  are  distinguished  alumni  of  this 
College:  William  Edwin  Hemphill,  Ph.  D.,  of  the  Histon.-  Department 
of  Mar)-  Washington  College  in  Fredericksburg.  Va.,  and  James  Eugene 
Hemphill,  M.  D.,  of  Duke  University  Hospital,  Durham,  N.  C. 

To  these  friends  and  to  Mrs.  Hemphill  The  Record  expresses  the 
sincere  sympathy  of  the  alumni  and  officials  of  the  College. 

Reverend  James  Henry  Henderlite,  D.  D.,  was  born  at  Marion,  \'a., 
Februar)-  27,  1872;  he  was  a  member  of  the  Class  of  1891  at  Hampden- 
Sydney  College — a  class  which  contained  many  unusuall)-  brilliant  and 
useful  men — and  graduated  with  the  .A.  B.  and  B.  Lit.  degrees.  Having 
decided  to  be  a  minister,  he  studied  at  Columbia  and  Louisville  Semi- 
naries, and  was  ordained  in  1896,  his  first  pastorate  being  at  .Accomac, 
Va.  Later  he  sery-ed  churches  in  Henderson,  N.  C,  and  in  Fredericks- 
burg, Va.  In  1913,  he  was  installed  pastor  of  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Gastonia,  N.  C,  and  ser\-ed  this  church  as  its  faithful  and 
beloved  pastor  until  June  30,  1940,  when  ill  health  caused  his  retire- 
ment. In  1903,  Dr.  Henderlite  married  Miss  Xelle  Crowe  of  Norfolk, 
Va.  He  was  a  man  of  wide  influence  in  the  community  and  in  the  church 
at  large.  A  long  and  appreciative  notice  in  the  Charlotte  Observer  reports 
that  "Dr.  Henderlite  held  many  positions  of  honor  and  trust  at  the 
hands  of  Presb)-ter)%  Synod  and  General  Assembl)'.  He  had  been 
Moderator  of  the  Synod;  had  been  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  Union  Seminar)-,  of  Queens  College,  and  of  Presbyterian  Junior 
College.  He  had  served  as  chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee  on 
Religious  Education  in  the  General  .Assembly  and  on  the  Assembly's 
Committee  of  '44,  on  'The  Work  of  the  Church'."  The  end  of  this 
useful  and  busy  life  came  suddenly  on  January   17,   1942. 

Dr.  Joseph  B.  Bailey,  of  Keysville,  Va.,  aged  72,  died  .April  6,  1942, 
of  a  heart  attack  while  making  a  professional  call.  He  was  a  native  of 
Chesterfield  County,  \'a.  For  more  than  thirty  years  he  had  practiced  in 
Charlotte  County,  widely  known  and  universally  respected.  He  was  the 
father  of  Dr.  J.  Reginald  Bailey,  '22,  of  Keysville,  Va.,  and  of  Dr.  B. 
Herman  Baile)-,  '23,  of  Sandston. 
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About  a  year  ago,  Thomas  Jones  Payne,  Class  of  1900,  retired  from 
active  business  in  Chicago  where  he  had  lived  for  many  \'ears;  and  came 
to  reside  at  his  ancestral  home,  "Mountain  View,"  near  Chatham,  Va. 
Ill  health  supervened  and  he  went  to  the  Mayo  Clinic  for  medical 
advice  and  treatment,  and  there  he  died  on  March  31,   1942. 

He  is  survived  by  his  wife,  the  former  Miss  Grace  Goldsborough,  of 
Baltimore;  by  a  son,  William  Anderson  Payne,  of  St.  Louis;  and  by  a 
daughter,  Mrs.  George  Van  Horn  Moselev,  wife  of  Major  General 
Moseley,  U.  S.  A. 

Hampden-Sydney  Alumni  of  fifty  years  ago  will  remember  the  de- 
lightful home  and  the  charming  daughters  of  Mrs.  Mary  Minge  Friend, 
widow  of  Mr.  Charles  Friend,  of  Prince  George  County.  Of  those  six 
daughters  who  added  so  much  to  the  social  life  of  "The  Hill"  and  to 
the  pleasure  of  the  students  at  the  College  and  the  Seminary,  only  one 
is  now  living,  Mrs.  Willis  H.  Bocock,  of  Athens,  Ga.  The  youngest  of 
those  sisters.  Miss  Mary  Minge  Friend,  named  for  her  dear  mother,  was 
born  in  1868  at  her  parents'  home,  near  Petersburg;  but,  up  to  the  time 
of  her  marriage  to  Dr.  F.  T.  Mcl'aden,  her  home  was  at  Hampden- 
Sydney.  From  that  time  until  his  death  in  1933,  she  was  the  good 
pastor's  loving  helpmeet,  loved  and  admired  by  all  who  knew  her. 
For  her  the  end  came  .\pril  4,  1942,  at  the  home  of  her  daughter,  Mrs. 
Wyndham  B.  Blanton,  of  Richmond.  Besides  Mrs.  Blanton,  she  is 
survived  by  two  daughters — Mrs.  L.  C.  Caldwell,  of  Richmond,  and 
Mrs.  E.  D.  Witherspoon,  of  Blacksburg,  and  by  a  son,  F.  T.  McFaden, 
Jr.,  '22.  Beautiful  in  person,  lovely  in  character,  Mrs.  McFaden  was  in 
all  respects  a  worthy  representative  of  the  ancestral  lines  from  which 
she  sprung  and  her  passing  will  leave  a  feeling  of  sadness  and  longing  in 
the  hearts  of  many  who  came  within  the  sphere  of  her  Christian  life  and 
influence. 

Reverend  Letcher  Smith,  of  the  Class  of  1888,  was  born  in  Campbell 
County,  Va.,  February  24,  1858,  and  died  in  Lynchburg,  Va.,  March 
II,  1942.  He  had  been  a  useful  pastor  in  various  parishes  in  Virginia  and 
North  Carolina,  but  had  retired  some  years  ago.  His  wife  was  the  former 
Miss  Mary  Blanton  of  Farmville,  Va. 

Two  daughters — Miss  Mary  Smith,  of  Washington,  and  Miss  Virginia

Hampden-Sydney's  Lottery 

IT  appears  from  the  following  act  of  the  General  As- 
sembly of  Virginia  that  our  Presbyterian  founder  fore- 
fathers were  not  averse  to  resorting  to  schemes  of  chance 
to  promote  a  worthy  object  such  as  that  of  establishing 
an  institution  of  learning  in  Prince  Edward  County.  It 
may  have  happened  that  some  of  their  Church  of  England 
Brothers,  cooperating  in  the  undertaking,  but  of  a  more 
worldly  turn  of  mind,  over-ruled  their  stricter  Presby- 
terian associates.  In  any  event,  a  lottery  was  authorized 
to  be  conducted  by  the  directors  and  trustees  of  Hampden- 
Sydney  Academy  to  raise  funds  for  the  institution. 

This  act  passed  on  May  5,  1777,  follows; 

An  act  to  permit  the  trustees  of  the  academy  of  Hampden  Sidney, 
in  the  county  of  Prince  Edward,  to  raise  a  sum  of  money  by  lottery,  for 
certain  purposes. 

WHEREAS  it  is  represented  to  this  present  general  assembly,  that 
from  the  voluntary  contributions  of  a  number  of  gentlemen,  an  academy 
hath  been  erected  in  the  county  of  Prince  Edward,  called  and  known 
by  the  name  of  Hampden  Sidney;  that  from  the  prudence,  close  atten- 
tion, and  faithful  management  of  the  teachers  and  professors  of  the 
said  academy,  it  hath  gained  great  reputation,  and  promises  to  be  of 
publick  utility  but  it  is  found,  from  experience,  that  the  buildings  erected 
from  private  donations  are  insufficient  for  the  reception  and  entertain- 
ment of  so  great  a  number  of  students  as  are  already  engaged,  and  are 
daily  applying  to  be  admitted;  and  the  trustees  having  made  applica- 
tion to  this  assembly  for  permission  to  raise  a  sum  of  money  by  a  scheme 
of  lottery,  to  enable  them  to  erect  additional  buildings  proper  for  their 
reception : 

Be  it  therefore  enacted,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  trustees 
and  directors  of  the  said  academy  to  raise  by  way  of  lottery,  in  such 
manner,  and  under  such  regulations,  as  to  them  may  appear  most  con- 
ducive to  that  purpose,  any  sum  or  sums  of  money  as  to  them  shall 
appear  to  be  necessary  for  completing  and  carrying  into  execution  that 
laudable  and  necessary  undertaking,  any  law  to  the  contrary  notwith- 
standing. (Chapter  XXIU,  Hening's  Statutes  at  Large,  Volume  IX, 
pp.  321-322.)

Today  the  V.  S.  Army  has  too 
many  administrators  and  not  enough  men  like  Captain  Russell  who  are  good  field  officers  as  well. 

This  Captain  is  an  A-1  Officer 

So  said  Life  Magazine  in  the  August  l8.  1941,  edition.  The  officer  in  question  will  be 
remembered  as  a  member  of  Chi  Phi  Fraternity  at  Hampden-Sydney  College,  Class  of 
'35.  Shown  on  the  cover  leading  his  company  of  13  tanks  and  88  men  into  action,  he 
epitomizes  the  college  fraternity  members  who  are  taking  part  in  World  War  Number  2. 


"TT7"HAT  marks  the  truly  soldierly  commander  is  his 
VV  knowledge  of  the  mass  mind,  his  love  for  his  men, 
his  awareness  of  their  common  destiny,  his  heart  and  his 
intellect  combined.  .  .  .  The  man  whose  mind  is  open  to 
everything  that  happens  in  the  field  of  technological 
achievement  ...  is  the  kind  of  officer  for  whom  the  present 
and  the  future  are  calling."  So  says  Hermann  Foertsch  in 
The  Art  of  Modern  Jf'arfare. 

Luckily  there  are  such  officers  in  the  U.  S.  Arm)'.  Not 
all  of  the  100,300  officers  now  on  active  duty  are  irresponsi- 
ble or  inefficient.  Many  of  them  have  had  good  tech- 
nological training,  know  modern  military  science,  have 
imagination  and  intelligence,  exact  discipline,  obedience, 
and  respect  from  their  men. 

One  of  these  A-i  officers  is  Captain  Edwin  A.  Russell, 
Jr.  A  \\  est  \  irginia  boy,  he  is  27  and  still  a  bachelor. 
Only  four  years  out  of  \\  est  Point,  he  has  advanced  fast. 
Sent  first  to  the  5th  Cavalry  at  Fort  Clark,  Texas,  he 
served  there  for  two  years.  In  1939  he  was  sent  to  Fort 
Knox,  Kentucky,  given  the  task  of  learning  all  he  could 
about  tanks  and  tank  warfare.  He  did  a  good  job,  was 
promoted  from  second  to  first  lieutenant  in  June,  1940, 
to  captain  three  months  later. 


Today,  Captain  Russell  is  still  at  Fort  Knox,  in  com-j 
mand  of  Company  G,  13th  Armored  Regiment.  He  isi 
luckier  than  most  U.  S.  Army  officers,  because  his  outfit' 
is  part  of  the  Arm^ored  Force,  where  morale,  is  unques-l 
tionably  high.  Reason  for  this  is  that  both  officers  and, 
men  of  the  Armored  Force  feel  that  they  are  working  withi 
something  new,  that  their  work  has  a  purpose  to  it.  that] 
their  tanks  and  guns  are  good  enough  to  make  an  im-1 
pressive  showing  in  any  battle  any  place. 

As  good  as  the  morale  of  the  Armored  Force  is,  the] 
morale  of  Captain  Russell's  own  particular  outfit  is] 
even  better.  The  men  admire  their  captain  because  theyl 
know  that  whatever  they  can  do,  he  can  do  it  better.  At] 
his  desk,  he  is  a  good  administrator.  In  the  class  room,! 
his  lectures  on  military  tactics  are  understandable.  Ini 
the  field,  he  knows  how  to  drive  or  repair  a  tank,  do  re-; 
connaissance  work,  shoot  a  gun,  pick  a  camp  site,  decide; 
whether  to  advance  or  retreat.  If  his  company  stays  out' 
in  the  field  all  night,  he  will  eat  and  sleep  on  the  ground! 
with  his  men. 

The  Army  knows  well  that  if  it  had  100,000  officers  I 
like  Captain  Russell,  it  would  be  a  tough  army  to  beat.  |
